kind of desecration for the old 
stones were being trampled upon 
and knocked 
down and

scriptions obliterated by hoofs. 
I made inquiries and was told 
the stock belonged to a Mr. Black, 
who had a farm across the street, 
and while he had no permission 
to ase the property, he insisted 
in doing so. in spite of protests 
which had been made to him. 
I do not know who has charge 
of the property 
but surely some­ 
thing can be done to correct this 
evil and damage. 
It leaves a very bad impression 
on visitors to your historical com­ 
munity, to see such things as I 
saw. and if you believe this letter

calling attention to the situation, 
you have my permission to use it 
or any part of it in print,

FIXED SHARE OF 
FIRMS' INCOMES 
MAY BE TAX-FREE 


Washington, Nov. 23 (AP'. — At­ 
tempts of both tile Roosevelt admin­ 
istration and Republican congres­ 
sional leaders to find methods of 
helping business resulted today in 
four developments: 
1. 
Members of a House tax sub­ 
committee showed sentiment for ex­ 
empting a fixed percentage of cor­ 
poration incomes from the undistrib­ 
uted profits tax. 
2. President Roosevelt began a 
series of talks with private power 
leaders, talks which informed ob­ 
servers said might lead to a truce in 
the five-year feul between the ad­ 
ministration and private utilities. 
3. Senator 
Vandenburg 
(R., 
Mich.) offered an “opposition” pro­ 
gram in which he said business 
should 
be 
‘‘permitted 
reasonable 
latitude to run itself." 
4 
House Republicans, at the re­ 
quest of Representative Knutson (R„ 
Ind.), who opposes the levies, ar­ 
ranged to caucus on tile question of 
advocating repeal of the undivided 
surplus and capital gains taxes. 
The 
House 
tax 
sub-committee 
asked Treasury officials to supply es­ 
timates of revenue reductions which 
would result from exempting vari­ 
ous percentages from the undistrib­ 
uted profits levy. Any lass, commit­ 
teemen said, probably could be made 
up by mcreasing the normal corpor­ 
ation tax rn the higher ranges. 
Tile sub-committee has not decid­ 
ed at what point to stop complete 
exemption from the undistributed 
profits levy. It has agreed however, 
to exempt entirely corporations with 
incomes up to $5,(XX). 
In an attempt to meet widespread 
criticism that the tax affects busi­ 
ness adversely, the sub-committee 
has voted tentatively to let corpora­ 
tions carry over operating losses 
from one year to another to cancel 
equal amounts of profits. 
A similar carryover also has been 
approved tentatively so that capital 
losses may offset capital gains tax­ 
able under the capital gains levy. 
Although many Democratic and 
Republican congressmen have asked 
immediate modification of the busi­ 
ness taxes, leaders w'ant to hold off 
until the committee finishes its gen­ 
eral tax survey, probably in Janu­ 
ary. 
Senator Vandenberg, who has re­ 
ceived mention as 
a 
Republican 
presidential candidate in 1940, made 
IO suggestions for improving eco­ 
nomic conditions in a radio speech 
Monday night. 
His proposals were: 
End business distrust of govern­ 
ment, speed up balancing of the 
budget, substitute "incentive taxa­ 


tion” 
for 
the 
"punitive 
brand,” 
amend the Social Security act and 
the Wagner Labor Relations act, 
abandon the wage-hour bill, curtail 
the President’s “executive despot- 
ism,” give relief to farmers “without 
bureaucratic 
controls,” 
adopt 
an 
“insulating neutrality,” and abandon 
“all anti-constitutional activities and 
intrigues.” 
Vandenberg said that unless busi­ 
ness is freed from ‘‘all ambitious col­ 
lectivism which creates more prob­ 
lems than it solves—prosperity will 
die on the vine.”
